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Peace talks end 
without accord 


PARIS (AP) — Henry A. Kissinger 


and Le Due Tho ended their (Snicial 
peace talks session Wednesday without 
announcement of any agreement on 
ending the Vietnam war. 


Kissinger prepared 
to fly 
to 


Washington to report to President Nixon 
following a six-hour meeting with Tho. 


Communist and other sources-, said 


major points of difference still retrain to 
be ironed out between the two top 
negotiators. 


Presidential press secretary Ronald 


L. Ziegler told newsmen in Washington 
the two delegates at the regular 
semipublic peace talks, William J. 
Porter of the United States and Xuan 
Thuy of North Vietnam, would continue 
meeting periodically to discuss 
technical aspects of a possible future 
agreement. 


Ziegler said Kissinger will confer with 


Nixon Thursday, and will remain in 
communication with Tho. Any decision 
regarding further meetings of the two 
top negotiators would be made jointly by 
both sides through an exchange of mes- 
sages, Ziegler added. 


The press spokesman would not say 


flatly that further Paris talks are 
contemplated, but his language 
suggested that they are likely. 


There was no immediate indication of 


the points of disagreement which led to 
renewed suspension of the talks. 


Before the President's national 


security adviser and North Vietnam's 
Politburo member met in a suburban 
villa, a subcommittee of experts held a 
90-minute session to discuss details of a 
settlement. 


French press reports said agreement 


was near on the issue blocking a cease- 
fire accord, the withdrawal of North 
Vietnamese troops from South Viet- 
nam. La Nation predicted agreement in 
"a matter of hours." 


But Humanite, the French Com- 


munist party newspaper, said Kissinger 
was insisting on fundamental changes 
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in the draft he and Tho worked out in 
October and "is holding up the signat- 
ure of an accord which could lead to a 
cease-fire within 24 hours." 


Kissinger was accompanied this 


morning by William J. Porter, the U.S. 
delegate to the four-party weekly peace 
talks, and William Sullivan, deputy 
assistant secretary of state for 
Southeast Asian affairs. Tho's delegat- 
ion included Xuan Thuy, the North 
Vietnamese delegate to the four-party 
talks, and Nguyen Co Thach, Hanoi's 
deputy foreign minister. 


Kissinger's plane arrived at Orly Air- 


port Tuesday night from a U.S. air base 
in Germany. Airport authorities said the 
U.S. embassy ordered the crew to 
prepare for departure today after the 
meeting with Tho. 


Unconfirmed reports in the French 


press said a compromise had nearly 
been reached on the withdrawal of 
North Vietnamese troops from the 
South, one of President Nguyen Van 
Thieu's chief demands. 


The stories said the cease-fire 


agreement would not specifically men- 
tion withdrawals, since Hanoi has not 
admitted publicly that its troops are 
fighting in the South. But each side was 
reported to have agreed tacitly to 
demobilize large numbers of its men, 
beginning with 70,000 North Viet- 
namese and a like number of Saigon's 
troops just below the Demilitarized 
Zone. 


President Nixon's national security 


adviser conferred for 4'/2 hours Tuesday 
with Hanoi's chief peace negotiator 
after two subcommittees met earlier in 
the day to discuss details of the cease- 
fire draft. 


The two peace negotiators had met 


for 52 hours during the past three weeks 
when Tuesday's session ended with 
cordial handshakes at a villa in Gif sur 
Yvette, 15 miles sputhwest of Pans. 


Fire quickly 
put out on 
U.S. carrier 


SAIGON (AP) — Fire broke out in the 


machinery room of the U S. carrier 
Ranger today four days after it arrived 
off the Vietnamese coast, the U.S. 
Command announced. 


It said the ship's fire crew quickly 


brought the blaze under control and it 
was continuing flight operations off the 
South Vietnamese coast. 


Eight crewmen xvere treated for 


smoke inhalation but later returned to 
duty No other casualties were reported.. 


A Navy spokesman reported the fire 


was under investigation, but there was 
"no indication the fire was caused by 
any maliciuus art" 


Pumps and electric wiring were 


burned, but the full extent of the 
damage was not immediately assessed, 
the spokesman added. 


The 78,000-ton attack carrier has 


been plagued by sabotage, and its 
departure for Vietnam was delayed for 
three months while dry dock repairs 
were being made in the United States. 
About two dozen incidents of sabotage 
occurred aboard the ship, and one 
seaman was charged with disabling the 
gears of an engine 


The fire today was the sixth mishap 


aboard 7th Fleet ships since Oct. 1. The 
most senous, an explosion in a gun 
turret aboard the heavy cruiser New- 
port News, killed 20 crewmen and in- 
jured 37 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Citing a 


danger of "acute and chronic toxicity" 
in high doses, the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration today moved to limit the 
strength of Vitamin A and D products. 


"The availability without prescrip- 


tion of these vitamins in high dosage 
levels contributes significantly to their 
misuse and the occurrence of serious 
adverse effects," the agency said. 


Interested persons have 60 days to 


comment on the proposal, which will be 
followed "in the near future" by broad 
regulations covering most other vit- 
amins, minerals, and other food 
supplements. 


The immediate effect of the A and D 


proposal would be to require refor- 
mulation of an undetermined number of 
multivitamins, the FDA said. 


The restrictions would apply also, 


FDA added, to vitamin products 


marketed as foods for special dietary 
purposes and as over-the-counter 
drugs. 


Americans have been taking vitamin 


supplements for decades, but concern 
has been heightened by the new 
healthfood cruze. 


The FDA said it has received reports 


of heavy promotion of both Vitamins A 
and D for the treatment of acne, night 
blindness and arthritis a l t h o u g h 


"neither <s proven effective for these 
condition*, m well-nourished people." 


The proposed daily limits are 10,000 


international units for Vitamin A and 
400 for D, which the FDA said would be 
" w i t h i n the recommended daily 
dosages" established by the National 
Academy of Sciences. 


Some products now on the market 
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Spacemen get ready 
for last exploration 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) — 


Two jubilant American adventurers 
prepared today for a farewell lunar 
exploration. But already aboard their 
lander Challenger was a new discovery 
— samples of intriguing orange soil 
possibly dating to the last fiery gasps of 
a dying moon. 


Astronauts Eugene A. Cernan and 


Harrison H. Schmitt, in their last 
geology field trip in the moon valley of 
Taurus-Littrow today, take an eight- 
mile drive along the base of a high 
mountain and at the foot of wrinkled 
hills, using an electric car with a 
patched fender. 


The astronauts, saying they "like to 


cover new ground," traveled a mile 
farther than planned on Tuesday night, 
gathering many bags of lunar samples, 
including scoops of the orange dust 
never before found on the moon. 


The orange material was found dur- 


ing exploration of an ancient avalanche, 
4.4 miles from the landing camp in 
Taurus-Littrow valley. By coincidence, 
it was found by Cernan, not Schmitt, a 
geologist and America's first profes- 
sional scientist in space. 


"Hey," exclaimed Cernan as he 


stumbled into the soil at the rim of a 
crater called Shorty. "Wait a 
mmute...there is orange soil." 


"Well, don't move until I see it," said 


the Harvard-educated Schmitt 


"It's all over," Cernan went on excit- 


edly. "Orange. I've stirred it up with my 
feet. 


"Hey, it is," shouted Schmitt. "I can 


see it from here. It's orange " 


On earth, scientists were also excited 


by the discovery, though cautious in 
their evaluation. They said the orange 
soil may have originated from "the last 
gaseous gasp of volcanism" on the 
moon. 


Dr. Robin Brett, chief of the 


geochemistry branch at the Manned 
Spacecraft Center, said the material 
possibly could be rust — which has been 
found in other lunar samples in minute 
quantities — or some chemical com- 
bination which assumes a reddish color 


A final determination would have to 


await laboratory examination on earth, 
he said. 


The orange soil was the most sig- 


nificant discovery of the seven-hour, 
37-minute excursion, the second of 
Apollo 17's planned three. 


While Cernan and Schmitt motored 


on the moon, their crewmate, Ronald E. 
Evans, labored in the command ship 
America orbiting overhead. Evans is 
operating an array of science ins- 
truments which are photographing and 
probing large slices of the moon. 


Cernan and Schmitt are to leave the 


moon's surface Thursday, rejoin Evans 
in the command ship and begin the 
journey home toward a Dec. 19 splash- 
down in the Pacific 


If thesoil is a product of the volcanism 


that Brett spoke of, it may represent 
material from as recent as 100 million 
years ago, a time that's only yesterday 


in the evolution of the moon 


Scientists said before the launch of 


Apollo 17 the Taurus-Littrow landing 
site was selected because potentially it 
could provide rocks and soil from both 
the very early and the very recent 
evolutionary history of the moon, gaps 
missing in man's knowledge. 


If the orange material is from a vol- 


cano, then it will fulfill the goal of \ er\ 


recent moon material. 


Microscopic traces of a reddish- 


orange material have been found in 
moon samples previously brought back 
to earth They were identified, however, 
as a type of natural rust, not necessarily 
related to volcanoes.

The commission said it will issue a 


formal complaint accusing the cor- 
poration of preventing its foreign af- 
filiates from competing against it in U.S. 
markets 


The c omplamt also will challenge the 


patent rights held by Xerox preventing 
other firms from using certain paper- 
copying techniques, the FTC said. 


The complaint prepared by the FTC 


staff says that Xerox cornered 60 per 
cent of over-all revenue in the industry, 
95 per cent of the revenue from plain- 
paper copying machines, and 86 per cen t 
of the revenue from the lease and sale of 
machines in 1971.

tary Moslem society—virtually closed tu 
Western foreigners. Government inter- 
vention exists in every sector of life far 
beyond the dreams of socialist President 
Milton Obote, whom Amm overthrew 
two years ago. Huge chunks of property 
are being nationalized quietly despite 
official denials. Price controls are on the 
way, and there's talk of a resettlement 
program to move thousands of jobless 
from towns to countryside.

Recently I was told by a chiropractor 


that a daily supply of calcium lactate 
would keep me well, whether 1 have 


hay fever, sinusitis or whatever. Do you 
recommend calcium? — E.B. 


Bread isn't "essential" in anyone's 


diet — provided necessary nutrition is 
available from one source or another. 
There are millions of people in the 
world who never eat any bread. Take, 
for example, those in areas where rice is 
the staple food, and people live all their 
entire lives without ever tasting bread. 


There is, in fact, no food that is "es- 


sential," because there always can be 
some adequate substitute for it. 


At the same time, we all need certain 


basic nutrients — protein, enough car- 
bohydrate for our energy needs, vi- 
tamins, traces (and in some instances 
considerable quantities) of various 
minerals, a certain amount of fat. But 
where we get these nutrients isn't the 
important question. 


Bread is primarily a source of car- 


bohydrate, although different kinds of 
bread can contain varying amounts of 
minerals, variable amounts of protein 
and much bread these days has B vi- 
tamins added. 


Two to four slices a day is probably 


average for most folks, but this can 
vary, depending on what else you eat. If 
you are talking about "diet" in terms of 
reducing, a modest amount of bread

usually is all right. Often it's the spread 
(the butter, jam or whatever) that does 
more damage, so far as adding weight 
goes. 


The same is true of potatoes. Potato 


isn't especially fattening — but the 
butter, gravy, sour cream and such 
toppings can pile on a lot of calories. 


About vitamin C. Vitamin C is ascor- 


bic acid. If you can't tolerate fruit or 
juices that are rich in vitamin C, then 
supplemental tablets can be substitut- 
ed. From 100 to 200 mg. a day should be 
sufficient. 


Calcium? Certainly I recommend 


calcium. It's one of the necessary 
minerals, useful in forming and keeping 
strong bones, in healing wounds and a 
variety of other purposes. 


Whether you get the calcium from a 


glass or two of milk a day or from many 
other foods that contain calcium 
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doesn't matter. 1 certainly don't 
recommend that people take calcium in 
lactate or other tablet forms unless 
they aren't getting enough calcium in 
their food. 


As to being a guarantee against hay 


fever, sinusitis, or whatever, that's 
bunk. If overdoses of calcium would 
cure either hay fever or sinus trouble, 
or anything else, we'd soon be rid of 
such troubles, wouldn't we? 


Calcium can be urgently needed by 


patients with osteoporosis, for one 
example, but it's no cure-all. Nothing is.

Oncer Institute ma cautiously worded 
sUiU'ini-nt, savs it plans to evaluate A 
possible new lead in cancer research 
stemming from an Italian scientist's 
findings in \ ii us studies. 


The NCI learned of the Italian's work 


from Dr Albert Sabm, the developer of 
oial polio vaccine 


Both scientists have been working 


\\ith "heipes simplex" viruses t h a t 
id use common cold sores in humans, 
ihe NCI said 


The Italian si lentist is Dr Giulio 


Tarro of the University of Naples, and 
the NCI said it is inviting him to the 
United States to \\ork in an institute 
laboratory to confirm his most recent 
findings 


But the NCI, in a statement issued in 


response to a query, said 


"The preliminary nature of this find- 


ing should be emphasized The initial 
scientific procedures must now be 
repeated and extended before any 
definite conclusions can be drawn." 


The institute added, however 
"If confirmed, immunological tech- 


niques de\eloped by Drs. Tarro and 
Sabm might provide a means to es- 
tablish a relationship between human 
herpes simplex viruses and certain 
cancers, and may provide a means for 
the early detection of some types of 
cancer. At present, it has not been 
proved that herpes simplex viruses can 


cause cancer in humans .. ." 


The NCI said Dr. Tarro began to study 


the possible role of such viruses in 
human cancer in 1966 while working 
with Dr Sabin, then at the University of 
Cincinnati but now president of the 
Weizmann Institute of Science in 
Rehovot, Israel 


"Dr babin has reported that Dr. 


Tarro, in an initial, small number of 
tests, has found an apparently unique 
protein—a marker—in the serum, or 
fluid portion, of blood samples from 
persons with certain kinds of cancer," 
the NCI related. 


"The marker was originally detected 


in cultures of animal cells infected with 
a strain of virus that causes common 
coldsores in humans—herpes simplex 
virus. Type-1. 


"The marker was not found by Dr 


Tarro in serum from persons without 
cancer, nor in the serums of persons 
with proven herpes simplex infections 
but no cancer." 


The NCI statement said the Type-1 


virus—called HSV-1 for short—can 
cause cancer in newborn hamsters, and 
is "a close relative of herpes simplex 
virus 2 (HSV-2) which for many years 
has been associated with cancer of the 
uterine cervix in women." 


But it said there is as yet no proof that 


either of these viruses causes any form 
of cancer in h u m a n s .

should "see her physician immediately 
for accurate methods of detecting 
pregnancy." 


The kits, sold without prescription 


and advertised in newspapers and 
women's magazines with the slogan 
"when you want to be the first to know," 
are considered inaccurate, unreliable 
and prone to give false results, the FDA 
said. 


La Mar Laboratories at Oceanside, 


N.Y., manufactures and distributes LPT 
Pregnancy test kits for professional use. 
The identical Ova II kits are manufac- 
tured by La Mar and distributed 
through drug stores by Faraday 
Laboratories of Hillside, N.J. 


Faraday President Arnold Suresky 


said the firm would v o l u n t a r i l y 
withdraw the kit "until the questions 
raised by the FDA are resolved." 


"On the basis of the tests which the 


company has conducted, Faraday 
Laboratories believes that Ova II is 
accurate and reliable when used as 
directed," Suresky said. 


The kits attempt to determine preg- 


nancy through urine analysis, but 
results should not be relied on, the FDA 
said. A spokesman said the agency 
knows of no reliable nonprescription 
pregnancy test. 


The FDA also announced the recall of 


almost 35,000 Gonodecten test kits for 
gonorrhea, manufactured by the 
Medical Products Division of U.S. 
Packaging Corp. at La Porte, Ind 


The FDA said the nonprescription 


kits are misbranded because they lack 
documented proof they work. The 
manufacturer agreed to halt production 
last July but estimates that 90 per cent of 
the kits are still on the market, the FDA 
said. 


Fred Mannon, president of U.S. 


Packaging Corp., has said his firm 
would cooperate with the FDA to 
recertify the product.

was time to stop playing games " 
Mitchell said. "If President Johnson has 
the courage to speak himself against 
white demagoguery, then I shall speak 
out whenever I have the chance against 
the black demagoguery." 


After Smith spoke, Johnson told the 


civil rights leaders gathered at the 
Lyndon B. Johnson Library on the 
University of Texas Campus: "I have 
known every president since Hoover. 
All of them left office wiser than they 
entered it, and I believe they are all 
honorable." 


Johnson then addressed himself to 


several speakers who had criticized 
Nixon. 


"It's a lot easier to want to do what's 


right than it is to know what's right," he 
said. 


Earlier, the former president said a 


special effort should be made to lift 
blacks to an equal status with whites in 
America, but stopped short of calling for 
quotas. 


"It is the duty of sustaining the 


momentum of this society's effort to 
equalize the history of some of our 
people so that we may open opportunity 
for all our people," he said.

for termina 
at airport

The first step toward getting a new 


terminal building at the Outagamie 
County Airport was taken by the 
county board Tuesday when super- 
visors approved an airport committee 
request to hire an architect to draw 
preliminary plans. 


However, 
supervisors 
withheld 


deciding where the funding would 
come from until a later date. 


The terminal proposal calls for a 


building of about 14,000 square feet, 
about three times the size of the present 
building. Estimated cost for the struc- 
ture has been put at $420,000. 


Supv. Richard Jahnke, chairman of 


the airport committee, had proposed 
using $140,000 from the airport trust 
fund, obtaining a $35,000 state grant 
and financing the remaining $245,000 
from rental revenues from Air Wiscon- 
sin, car rental agencies and various 
vending operations which would be in 
the building. 


Jahnke agreed, however, that the 


method of financing the structure did 
not have to be part of the authorization 
to hire the architect. Monies to pay the 
architect will come from the airport 
trust fund. 


Jahnke, in presenting the airport 


committee's position, noted the present 
terminal was built in 1965 as a tem- 
porary structure. At that time, Jahnke 
continued, there were 500 passengers a 
month going through the building and 
almost no air freight. Now, he said, 
there are 5.000 passengers a month and 
150,000 pounds of air freight. 


"The present terminal is a poor front 


door for the county," the airport com- 
mittee chairman said. 


Other factors cited by Jahnke 


included Air Wisconsin's 
planned 


purchase of larger airplanes next spring 
and the separation of Appleton from 
the Oshkosh air market designation. 
Both of these factors, he said, will result 
in increased usage of the airport. 


Possible private development of a 


portion of the terminal also was inves- 
tigated, Jahnke said, but was rejected 
because of the many legal questions 
involved. "The terminal is usually the 
only airport facility that shows a profit 
for the owner," he said. 


"We have a definite dire need for a 


new terminal," Jahnke concluded. "I 
believe we have projected a building to 
serve the present and immediate future 
needs." 


There was relatively little outright 


opposition to the idea of a new ter- 
minal, but a number of challenges to 
the proposed financing and questioning 
of the estimated costs. 


Supv. Eugene Kloes was one of those 


who questioned the financing. "Things 
never seem to work out as they are 
projected," he said. He proposed taking 
$200.000 from a special structural 


improvements funds to augment the 
airport trust fund and limit fhe amount 
to be borrowed.

Firemen over guidelines 


NEENAH —There were "strong in- 


dications" Tuesday, said sewage Plant 
Manager Robert Bues, that the sewage 
commission and Tin Cities will have 
until mid-1975 to complete construc- 
tion of a new sewage plant addition and 
correct other local pollution abatement 
problems. 


That assessment was drawn by the 


plant manager after Tuesday's meeting 
with federal Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) and state Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) officials at 
the Ramada Inn here. 


The cities of Neenah and Menasha, in 


separate meetings with the DNR and 
EPA people, were given indication that 
they would be allowed until mid-1975 to 
eliminate clear water 
infiltration 


problems in each city. 


But, as in the past, the authorities 


were unclear on whether this would 
require the forced installation of sump 
pumps in homes. 


Both cities were asked to submit 


reports to DNR and EPA by Feb. 1, 
detailing what they plan to do to 
correct their pollution abatement 
problems and when they will do it. 
Those reports, if accepted by the EPA, 
will satisfy the 180-day notices handed 
to the cities, as well as six local indus- 
tries, for pollution of the Fox River. 


Bues, who attended afternoon ses- 


sions involving two industries as well 
as the morning meetings with the cities 
and sewage commission, said they were 
"very orderly and objective" and in- 
dicated a willingness on the part of the 
municipalities and industries to meet 
pollution abatement requirements. 


Clear water infiltration into sanitary 


sewers is a major problem in both cities. 
It has the effect of overloading the 
sewage treatment plant and making 
effective treatment more difficult. 


Neenah Public Works 
Director 


Wayne Bryan said the city will have 
eliminated clear water infiltration by 
1975, under its present sewer repair 
program. 


Bryan said the city has made "con- 


siderable progress" in sealing sewer 
laterals, which run from homes to 
sewer mains and are the property of 
individual homeowners. But up to this 
point, the work has included only 
chemical sealing. He told an EPA at- 
torney that the city does not have legal 
authority to force actual lateral repairs 
for infiltration. 


"We hope to get into that shortly 


after the first of the year," he added, 


however. 


Bryan said the city hopes to cut one 


million gallons per day of infiltration 
with its proposed 1973 program. 


While officials indicated that they 


will have until 1975 to correct clear 
water problems, the city will have to 
cut its bypassing of sanitary sewage 
into the Fox River "as soon as possi- 
ble." Bryan said bypassing the city now 
does through five of its seven pumping 
stations will "hopefully" be fully 
eliminated when the new sewage plant 
and a proposed $785,000 interceptor are 
put into operation. 


That would be 1975. Completion of 


the proposed interceptor is slated for 
December 1973. 


Besides clear water and bypass 


problems, Neenah must also apply for a 
federal industrial waste discharge per- 
mit for its water treatment plant.

Fortified milk and sunlight provide 


vitamin D which helps build strong 
bones and teeth. 


The FDA said overdoses of Vitamin A 


can cause a wide range of complicat- 
ions, such as anorexia, growth retardat- 
ion in children, drying and cracking 
skin, increased pressure in the skull, 
pain, irritability and headaches. 


Vitamin D in excessive doses can be 


even more toxic, the FDA said, resulting 
at the extreme in hypertension, hyper- 
calcemia in children, irreversible kidney 
failure and death. 


"Generally, the margin of safety 


between nutritional requirements and 
toxic levels is small for Vitamin D," the 
FDA said, especially in hyper-reactive 
individuals. 


The biggest battle with the $322- 


million-a-year vitamin and mineral in- 
dustry is expected to come when the 
FDA, after years of study, proposes 
broad regulations.

But, pressed by time, the astronauts

urned to Shorty Crater and its deposit of 
colorful soil. 


"Man, that was spectacular," said 


Cernan as he drove along in the moon 
car called Rover. "Color on the moon. 
Really orange." 


The travelers of Taurus-Littrow 


started their day working as space-age 
auto mechanics.

million electric car had been torn off by 
accident Monday and they wanted to 
repair it. 


Following instructions from Mission 


Control and using a design suggested by 
Apollo 16 commander John Young, 
Schmitt and Cernan clamped a taped- 
togethersheet of plastic -likepaper in the 
place of the broken fender.

Airline travelers are caught in the 


middle of a dispute between local air- 
port authorities and the federal 
government over who will pay for new 
security measures aimed at curbing 
hijackings. 


The local officials say compliance 


with the new rules will cost hundreds of 
thousands of dollars they just don't 
have. They say the federal government 
should pick up the tab for the extra 
guards and equipment required. 


The Transportation Department says 


it will contribute some money for 
screening devices, but claims it's up to 
the airlines and the airports to solve the 
cost problem. 


And a Federal Aviation Administrat- 


ion spokesman says: "The people who 
benefit from it (the added security) 
should pay for it." 


Outgoing Transportation Secretary 


John Volpe announced last week that 
beginning Jan. 5, airlines would have to 
inspect all carry-on luggage and screen 
every passenger with a metal detector. 
A month later, Volpe said, every airport 
must have local armed guards on duty 
before all flight departures. The local 
officers would replace federal marshals 
and U.S. Customs agents now on duty at 
about 40 major airports. 


An Associated Press survey showed 


that most airport officials agreed there 
is a need for stricter measures to stop 
hijackings and will try to comply with 
the federal regulations. But they 
disagreed about the exact methods to be 
used and said they did not know where 
the money would come from to pay for 
increased surveillance. 


Don Whitman, manager of the 


Portland International Jetport in 
Maine, said the money to meet the 
federal standards "is just not in our 
budget and it's not in our next budget 
which has already been submitted." 


Don Shay, aviation director for the 


port of Seattle, Wash., said of the 
directive: "We're very disturbed about 
it. We think it is a federal responsibility 
and we'll continue to look for some 
federal funding." 


Shay said the extra security could 


cost as much as $600,000 per year for the 
Seattle-Tacoma International Airport 
which handled an estimated 4.8 million 
passengers on 150 daily commercial 
flights this year. He said the airport now 
has 39 security officers and would need 
another 45 or 50 under the new rules. 
The $8.4 million budget approved for the 
airport for 1973 does not include the 
extra funds, he said. 


Bill Ryan, manager of the Tulsa In- 


ternational Airport in Oklahoma, said 
Volpe's directive would cost an extra 
$140,000 per year and require the hiring 
of 17 to 24 guards in addition to the 15 
already employed. "To pay for it we 
would have to take money from cons- 
truction funds —for runways, taxi strips 
and so forth," Ryan said. 


Ryan also indicated there might be 


problems finding guards. "It takes a 
while to train them," he said, "even if 
they are readily available. It 


(compliance with the directive) would 
be an extreme hardship for us 


A Transportation Department 


spokesman said that federal funds will 
be used to buy extra metal-detection 
equipment as part of a program already 
under way. But the spokesman said that 
the cost of luggage searches and guards 
will be the responsibility of airports and 
airlines. 


Volpe has been suggested that the 


costs be passed on to travelers, 
presumably in the form of higher fares.' 


John H. Shaffer, the head of the 


Federal Aviation Administration, told a 
group in Los Angeles last Friday that 
the bill should be passed on to airline 
travelers and estimated that the even- 
tual cost per ticket "will be less than a 
dollar. It'll be pennies." 


Several airport operators have sug- 


gested imposition of "head taxes," 
charging each departing passenger a 
fixed fee — usually $1. Such a tax was 
imposed at the Monroe County Airport 
in Rochester, N.Y., earlier this year and 
a similar levy was proposed by Robert 
Walsh, deputy aviation commissioner 
at nearby Syracuse, N.Y. Walsh es- 
timated the tax could bring the 
Syracuse airport about $700,000 a year. 


Other officials proposed "sterilized 


corridors" 
whereby 
everyone 


approaching a departure gate — pas- 
sengers, visitors and employes —would 
automatically pass metal detectors. 


Richard Newport, secretary to the 


Airports Commission at San Francisco 
International Airport, said such a plan 
"would also involve extra personnel, 
but not as many. It might be our only 
alternative, but it may involve restrict- 
ing public access to restroom and other 
facilities." 


A similar plan is being considered in 


Seattle. "We would screen everybody 
going into a given concourse, which 
might include 3 to 10 gates," Shay said. 


Some officials said the increased 


searches might conflict with the in- 
dividual rights of passengers. 


"You just can't walk up to a guy and 


search him or his luggage just because 
he looks suspicious," said Sacramento 
County Sheriff Duane Lowe. "You have 
to have reasonable grounds to search 
anyone in this state." 


U.S. District Court Judge Warren J. 


Ferguson of Los Angeles ruled recently 
that no passenger or his carry-on lug- 
gage may be searched without his 
voluntary consent although the airline 
may refuse to carry a passenger who 
declines to be searched. The govern- 
ment is appealing the ruling.

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What forces work on volunteers ? 


(Editor's note: Who are the humans in 


human experimentation? By what 
subtle forces do they volunteer their 
minds and bodies to scientific research? 
These questions are explored in the last 
of a series from The AP Special Assign- 
ment Team.

Behind the stone walls and iron bars 


of California's maximum security 
prisons, there are special cellblocks foV 
the violent, the self-destructive, the 
belligerent. 


These places are called adjustment 


centers They are, in fact, solitary con- 
finement. 


At the California Medical Facility 


attached to the maximum security 
prison at Vacaville, Calif., doctors and 
corrections officials have created the 
Lister Unit, an experiment in criminal 
rehabilitation. 


From adjustment centers across the 


state, the Lister Unit takes volunteers 
who are willing to go through the 
program's four-phase rehabilitation 
process which, in theory at least, 
prepares inmates for a return to normal, 
or mainline, prison life. 


But are the prisoners truly volun- 


teers? 


They are told exactly what will hap- 


pen to them at the Lister Unit. They 
have the option to go or stay and, once 
in Vacaville, they may pull out of the 
program at any time. The principles of 
informed consent are meticulously 
followed. 


But what options do the prisoners 


have? If they don't try the Lister Unit, 
the only alternative is life in adjustment 
centers. There may be a subtle, unin- 
tentional force at work which some 
researchers call invisible coercion. 


It is not only a problem at Vacaville, 


but in many places where human beings 
consent to volunteer their minds and 
bodies for medical, sociological and 
psychological research. It is created by 
the nature of the people who volunteer, 
people who, in many cases, live in con- 
trolled, rigid environments where 
rewards and fears are far more sig- 
nificant than they are for the average 


The CQntroveaBB| whether these 


people can ever^pwe free and open 
consent. 


The prisoner may think his consent 


will look good on his prison record and 
enhance his chances for parole or he 
may be drawn by the promise of com- 
pensation for his time. The soldier 
approached for defense research may 
fear the wrath of nis superiors if he 
refuses to volunteer. The critically ill 
cancer patient may be so desperate that 
he cannot make a rational decision on 
participating in the testing of a 
dangerous new cancer treatment. 


In an Associated Press study of 


human experimentation, researchers 
said they face these dilemmas every- 
day, but so far have not been able to 
solve them. 


Dr. Thomas C. Smith is director of 


pharmacology for Parke-Davis, a drug 
house headquartered in Detroit. Along 
with the Upjohn Co., ParkeDavis runs a 
clinic inside Southern Michigan Prison 
at Jackson. The two companies have 
1,400 prisoners who have volunteered to 
act as human subjects for new drug 
tests. 


Smith said in an interview he is acute- 


ly aware of the chance that some 
invisible coercion is involved in the 
prisoners' motives. 


"There's no way to prove or disprove 


it, no way of saying there isn't some 
subconscious desire to impress prison 
authorities," he said. "I don't see how 


we could get around it. We've discussed 
it many times and just never found a 
way around it." 


At Southern Michigan, prisoners 


learn of the drug testing program 
through the prison newspapen.There is 
no contact by authorities until the 
prisoners have sought them out. 


Dr. Cris Zarafonetis of the University 


of Michigan, a member of the commit- 
tee which oversees the prison testing, 
said he felt this lack of direct recruit- 
ment helped alleviate some problems. 


"We've wrestled with the problem a 


good deal," he said. "But the way the 
prisoners learn about the program 
helps. They don't talk to authorities 
until they want to so there's no fear 
about going on a black list if they don't 
volunteer." 


In all prison testing, with the excep- 


tion of internal programs like Califor- 
nia's Lister Unit, prisoners are com- 
pensated for their efforts. This, too, has 
been part of the invisible coercion con- 
troversy. 


"There's a thin line between paving a 


man fairly and offering so much that the 
compensation is his incentive to volun- 
teer," said Gus Harrison, former head of 
the Michigan Department of Correc- 
tions. 


"In the case of Southern Michigan, 


the state set the compensation scales 
after carefully considering the 
problems. It's low enough that I don't 
think it constitutes any incentive in and 
of itself." 


Drugs given inmates are only those 


deemed by the two pharmaceutical 
houses and the watchdog committee to 
be completely safe. Drugs which affect 
heart rate or the dangerous cancer 
treatments are never tested on inmates, 
or any other normal healthy people, 
according to Dr. Harry Demissianos, 
director of experimental medicine for 
Upjohn. 


"There are certain things we never 


test on normals," he said. "Take a 
cancer drug. Most of them are so toxic, 
they are really poisonous. You'd never 
give them to normal people. You go 
directly to the patient where there is no 
choice, where the patient is moribund 
and is going to die and is in a desperate 
situation." 


Which only brings up another dilem- 


ma for researchers. Who has a right to 
speak for those who cannot physically, 
mentally or legally volunteer them- 
selves? Experimentation subjects 
falling into this category would include 
the desperately ill, the mentally in- 
competent and children. 


That family members can'give per- 


mission for so-called desperation treat- 
ment for the critically ill and mentally 
incompetent has been widely accepted 
for many years. Clinical research on 
children is a can of worms all its own. 


Experts are unanimous in the opinion 


that a doctor cannot scale down an 
adult dose of medicine for a child with 
any certainty of the child's reaction. Yet 
child testing is almost never done in 
clinical research. And some research 
into children's diseases has been ham- 
pered by scientists' reluctance and some 
legal restraints on experimenting with 
minors. 
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"The basic assumption that is made 


by many laymen is that there is no need 
to do research on children because you 
can do it on adults and then scale it 
down," said Dr. Donald T. Chalkley, 
chief of the Institutional Relations 
Section, Division of Research Grants of 
the National Institutes of Health. 


"But it. won't work. A child is not a 


little adult. The physiology of a child is 
not even the same as the physiology of 
a baby." 


But child studies are difficult to do, 


partly because of a 1944 Supreme Court 
decision severely limiting those things 
for which a parent can volunteer a child. 


"Parents may be free to become 


martyrs themselves," Associate Justice 
Wiley B. Rutledge wrote. "But it does 
not follow they are free, in identical 


circumstances, to make martyrs of their 
children before they have reached the 
age of full and legal discretion when 
they can make that choice for them- 
selves." 


The general tendency a m o n g 


researchers and the courts has been to 
interpret this'decision to mean that no 
research can be done on a child thatvis 
not of direct benefit to that child. 


Nonetheless, the Food and Drug Ad- 


ministration is considering accepting no 
new drug or therapy that has not first 
been tested and proven on children. 


"I'd sure as hell rather have a good 


safe study by a reputable doctor with 
access to a hospital than to have some 
isolated doctor randomly giving treat- 
ment to children without knowing for 
sure how they will react," said Peter B. 
Hutt, FDA general counsel. 


"Yet we know doctors will prescribe 


for children. They do it all the time. And 
it's not safe. It's too risky to tolerate." 


And so the dilemmas go. They are not 


near any resolution. They may never be 
resolved. But human experimentation 
will go on. 


"We have to use man in experiments 


as a subject," Dr. Zarafonetis said. 
"There's no one else but man. We will do 
everything we can to find experimental 
models, but we can't find models for 
everything. 


"Society has too big a stake in its own 


future to allow human testing to go 
under on an emotional binge or unin- 
formed basis. We've got to work out a 
method that's fair to everyone with a 
minimum of risk. 


"But there will always be some risk 


That's the price of progress."

the dusty lunar surface 


"He's a good driver," she reported

munity, rocked with cheers and cham- 
pagne toasts as Cernan and Evans 
arrived at their lunar target. 


"The Challenger has landed," Cernan 


reported, touching off the gala celebrat- 
ion on earth.

"I thought the liftoff was the most 


spectacular thing I'd ever witnessed 
But listening to them land was just 
unbelievable " 


Apollo 17, she said, was "much, much 


more" exciting than either of her hus- 
band's two previous flights "because 
he's never landed before."

astronaut's wife is "just a life you learn 


to live." the blonde, former airline 
stewardess said the "lumps" tend to

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Fourth of a series: Pricing of food 
Meeting demands of specials 
can be supermarket headache 


Editor's note: When shipments are 


late, the supermarket man has to 
agonize over ways to fulfill his adver- 
tized special commitments and still 
make a profit. 


Pricing meat is a tactic — and it 


undoubtedly affects public acceptance 
or understanding of prices. Why, the 
consumer asks, does meat price vary so 
much over short periods of time, and 
from store to store? 


"You price the carcass to meet the 


-demand," says one top chain executive. 
"'You have to. You can't put a price on a 
;round roast just because you want to. 
•You put a price on a round roast that 
'moves it at the rate that every other cut 
of that animal moves." 


"You can't leave the hindquarter 


back on the farm," says another. "You 
buy the whole carcass, and when you 
buy a piece of meat it's yours, lock stock 
and barrel. You can't send the rounds 
• back to the factory for some other day 
;when you want them." 
; The secondary problem arising from 
that simple case of supply and demand 
'is the advertised sale. 
. 
"Last week was a good example of 


what can happen," a supermarket man 
said. "We had projected a sale of bottom 
round roasts at 99 cents a pound. Now 
that should stir up a lot of interest. 
Based on our experience, we deduced 
that we would need what we call 15,000 
goosenecks, (the cut from which round 
roasts come). That means a cut out of 
7,500 steers of selected size, variety, sex, 
and so forth. By the time Tuesday of the 
week of the sale came, orders had 
climbed from 15,000 to 22',000. We 
wound up purchasing the equivalent of 
11,000 animals in two or three days." 


"When we price it and advertise it, we 


have to have it on hand when customers 
come in," a chain executive explained. 
"Too low a price on one piece and at the 
end of the first hour it's all gone, and 
how do you get another one? You buy 
another animal. And what do you do 
with the rest of the animal?" 


Another case in point: Recently a 


chain put on sale legs of lamb at 69 cents. 
The price was so attractive to the 
housewives that the supermarket was 
forced to buy 26,000 pairs of legs to 
satisfy the demand, or roughly 14 per- 
cent of all of the lambs slaughtered and 
inspected in a week. Furthermore they 
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had to be delivered within four days. 


What does that do to lamb chop 


prices? They had to be brought down 
too, to move out the whole lamb. 
Needless to say what effect that has on 
profits. 


Some items are sold at a loss more 


generally. Chicken, one producer es- 
timates, can't be marketed for less than 
31 cents a pound and still enable the 
supermarket to come out even. But 
many supermarkets lead with a chicken 
price of 29 cents or 25 cents, taking the 
loss to get people into the store where 
other items will make up the difference. 


"It's like the lettuce, the onions, the 


potatoes, you know," a supermarket 
man says. "While one is down, the other 
is up." 


The combination produces what is 


called a sales mix, which, running a 
penny ahead per item on a large volume, 
will produce a narrow profit. Against 
that background supermarkets offer 
some items at bargain prices, but 
somewhere in the store something is 
going to have to make up for the loss. 


"Some items traditionally make a 


better profit, and some items make a 
loss," a retailer explains. "For instance if 
you have a highly perishable item like 
strawberries, you make less net profit 
because you want to turn it over 
quickly." 


All of which brings up the most to- 


table item in the supermarket, the 
groceries—which produce the bulk of 
sales in the store. The metal can is still 
the best way to preserve food. It can be 
easily stored for long periods of time, 
and handling is fairly efficient. But it 
costs. A can of spinach, for instance, 
contains less than 2 cents worth of 
spinach. It obviously doesn't sell for 2 
cents. 


Take a case of peeled California 


tomatoes, 24 cans at one pound 14 
ounces to the can. 


The cans alone cost $1.50 per case. 


The tomatoes, picked and hauled to the 
cannery, cost $1.05. The cannery labor, 
which includes casing and loading on 
truck or rail, costs 90 cents. Cases and 
labels run another 22 cents. 


Overhead runs about 15 cents a case. 


Tomatoes only grow over a 90 day 
season, so they must be harvested and 
packed in that time. They are sold by 
can all year long. That means 
warehousing. Brokerage fees or com- 
missions average six percent of the 
F.O.B. price in California, perhaps 
coming to 28.5 cents a case. 


The raw tomatoes, which cost $1.05 a 


case, now cost $4.11, still in the freight 
car, still in California. It will cost 86 
cents a case to get them to Chicago or 
$1.02 a case to reach New York. 


So at Chicago, the supermarket 


receives the tomatoes at a cost of $4.97 
a case, or a little over 20 cents a can. If 
the supermarket's gross margin was 20 
percent, it would mean that the tomat- 
oes would sell for about a quarter. 
Chances are it's more. 


One man whose company packs 


tomatoes in California says he somet- 
imes sees them sold for less than cost — 
"and sometimes at markups we con- 
sider extravagant." 


The housewife who shops comparat- 


ive prices has her hands full. There may 
be five or six brands of tomatoes all 
wearing the same size can and prices 
that differ a few cents. In some cases 
there is a difference in quality. In some 
cases that difference is difficult to taste, 
see or feel. 


Again, the supermarkets says the 


reason is sales mix, and in some cases 
differences in marketing philosophy. 
Some stores do not evaluate perfor- 
mance on a department by department 
basis. In a sense they price blind.

Household plants need 
special care in winter

When the cold of winter changes the 


landscape from green to white, there is 
something comforting about filling 
your apartment with green growing 
things. It may surprise you to know, 
however, that your plants may not be as 
comfortable as you are Apartment 
-plants often require special care in the 
winter. 


For example, the air in an apartment 


is usually drier in winter than in 
summer, and it may be warmer and 
dustier. At the same time, sunlight 
through open windows is weaker. 


Warm, dry air requires more water- 


ing. Water your plants regularly (at 
least every 10 days). And between 
regular waterings spray them with a 
household sprayer to increase the 
humidity around leaves and wash off 
dust. The ideal household sprayer con- 
sists of a plastic bottle topped by a 
pumptngger and adjustable spray head 
and sells for about $1.95. When you pull 
the trigger, you get either a need'le-sized 
jet of water or a gentle puff of fog, 
depending on how you've adjusted the 
spray head. 


The fogger setting should be used for 


routine sprays between heavy water- 
ings. The straight jets of water are used 


for washing off dust or spraying off 
foliage pests, such as red spiders. These 
common pests increase in winter and, 
although they are not visible, they can 
be detected if leaves turn yellow or 
grayish yellow and if you can see tiny 
webbing or tap small orange specks 
from the leaves onto a white paper. 


Although most visible pests can be 


eliminated through use of the spray, big, 
tenacious insects, like mealy bugs, may 
persist. If so, rub the leaves with a 
manufactured leaf balm or scrub them 
off with a cotton swab dipped in mineral 
oil. 


Although most plants do not need to 


be moved because of seasonal changes 
in sunlight, it's best to place African 
violets in an east or west-facing window 
where they will get sun in the morning 
or afternoon. (A south facing window is 
hazardous for tender African violets, 
even in winter). 


If you move your plants outdoors to a 


balcony or porch in spring or summer, 
you should plan your fertilizer schedule 
around the annual outing. Begin to feed 
mildly once a month before you take the 
plants out, feed regularly through their 
outdoor period, and cease for the winter 
when you've brought them in. If you 
don't move your plants outside, feed 
them lightly once a month year-round.

Margaret's

KANSAS CITY (AP) — Throughout 


the week of her father's fight against 
death, Margaret Truman Daniel has 
displayed the same streak of spunk 
and optimism that characterized 
Harry S Truman's years as America's 
33rd president. 


Since she arrived at her father's bed- 


side shortly after midnight Thursday, 
the only child of Harry and Bess Tru- 
man has adopted the role of spokes- 
man-for-good-cheer during the former 
president's battle against the infir- 
mities of old age 


Wearing a broad smile almost con- 


stantly — and physically resembling 
her father more each year — Mrs. Dan- 
iel has held five news conferences 
bnrnmmg with "great faith . that he 
will come out of this all right " 


"She has been exceedingly coopera-. 


live and friendly," said one of the re- 
porters staked out at Research Hospi- 
tal and Medical Center since the 88- 
year-old Truman was admitted 
Tuesday with lung congestion 


Mrs Daniel, 48, rushed from Wash- 


ington late Wednesday after "they 
sent for me ... very suddenly." She 
apparently packed in a hurry because 
she once joked with newsmen, "You 
have got to be tired of seeing these 
same two dresses." 


She keynoted her confident tone at 


her first news conference after visiting 
her father. "He's in serious condition, 
but he has been before. He's a strong 
man and he's gotten over worse 
things." 


Mrs Daniel, the wife of New York 


Times executive Clifton Daniel, often 
joked with reporters and never shied 
from a question until the answer re- 
quired specific medical information. 


Only once did fears for her father's 


condition push to the forefront. That 
was on Friday when a hospital spokes- 
man attributed to Dr. Wallace Gra- 
ham. Truman's personal physician, a 
condition report of "extremely pre- 
carious." 


Mrs. Daniel held a pair of news con- 


ferences She first called the report an 
"exaggeration," adding: "I have come 
to allay your fears." 


Later, with not a hair of her brown, 


swept-back roll out of place, she reap- 
peared and termed the hospital report 
"a bad choice of words." 


Her confidence appeared 
shaken, 


however, and she said, "I don't think 
anyone can be absolutely positive 
what's going to happen and when." 


By Saturday, the poise which Mrs. 


Daniel acquired during her training as 
a concert soprano and television per- 
sonality returned. 


She again was smiling and said. "He 


feels much better since being fed." Re- 
ferring to her own chores, she said the

The Administration's form policy 


Secretary of Agriculture Earl L. Butz appears to be cham- 


pioning a philosophy about farm programs designed to fit well in 
the budget-conscious Nixon Administration II. 


Essentially Butz is telling farmers that farm subsidies are bad 


for them. He's saying that to be successful farmers you must be 
independent of federal control with a "market-oriented" 
economy. 


The concept is not new. It was favored by Clifford Hardin who 


Butz replaced and is visible in the 1970 "set-aside" farm bill 
which plays down individual crop controls on production. 


But Butz seems to be pressing harder than ever to convince 


farmers that the 1970 plan has worked better than more 
traditional farm subsidy plans. The Agricultural Act of 1970 
expires at the end of the next year and this Congressional 
session will see a new farm bill written. It is likely that Butz is 
attempting now to prepare farmers for a cut in the $4 billion they 
received this year and at the same time pave the way for a 1973 
farm bill which will be much like the present program. 


In the text of a speech delivered to the Nebraska Farmers 


Union Butz bluntly stated he was for a farm plan that will "move 
increasingly toward the marketplace and away from govern- 
ment controls." 


Farmers have lost political clout in recent years and fewer 


members of Congress than before are from rural areas. It is 
predictable that sympathy with agriculture may decline. 


In the past farmers have depended heavily on farm subsidies. 


Such dependence may no longer be possible. 


It is neither politically expedient nor economically sound to 


pare too sharply the amount flowing from federal coffers to the 
nation's farmers. Yet in the face of conflicting demands for funds 
farm subsidies probably will be reduced. 


Such a move may at first be disturbing to farmers. It surely 


will cause shifts in crop production. But if a "market-oriented" 
agriculture emerges farmers will produce what consumers want 
— and be in the strongest position possible when demands of 
consumers push prices upward as has occurred in past months 
with red meat production. 


Population and poverty problems 


In 1970 the Economic and Social Council of the United 


Nations decided that statistics on population and the failure to 
solve the poverty problems in the world warranted a conference. 
One is scheduled for 1974. 


For racial, religious and national reasons there are some 


delicate issues involved in attempts to limit population. Two 
major principles were accepted by the council so as to en- 
courage universal participation and more likely adherence to1 
any principles adopted. First, in accordance with national 
sovereignty, each country is to decide whether it has a popula- 
tion problem that needs a policy as an ingredient for a better 
quality of life. Secondly, it was held that everyone has the right 
to determine the size of his family and spacing of children. 


It may seem incomprehensible that anyone in today's world 


should be opposed to a population policy. But aside from 
disputes over birth control methods and the very real fear of 
racial discrimination in pushing for the limiting of families, there 
is actually some opposition to the idea of restricting births in 
order to improve that quality of life. The argument is that there 
are severe social and economic inequalities in the world and that 
the pressure of too many people will help toward solutions. 
Population in this respect is to be used as a weapon in that more 
children means more power to push for reforms. It is hardly a 
compassionate approach but it may be a frighteningly realistic 
one. 


There is some indication that the new urbanization in many 


countries leads toward a built-in population control. As societies 
become more industrialized, the birth rates drop, too. The 
reasons are not clear. There is more opportunity to learn new 
ways in the cities and less clinging to old or traditional habits 
and beliefs. Economically many sons are no longer a boon. 
Perhaps there is even something we don't understand like that 
which prompts the lower animals to cut their reproduction rates 
when they are crowded or threaten the food supply of an area. 


The population conference should at least disseminate some 


ideas. 


Voting landslides and percentages 


Statistics can be used to prove just about anything. 
Thus, after the United States presidential election, there were 


headlines about a Nixon landslide since after all he did win 49 
states and a solid majority of the popular vote over that cast for 
the other candidates. 


But since a relatively small percentage of those eligible to vote 


went to the polls, in reality a considerably larger number of 
people of voting age and other required qualifications, did not 
vote for President Nixon than did. 


Similarly President Salvador Aliende of Chile claimed during 


his visit to the United Nations earlier this month that his people 
had "attained the political maturity to decide by majority vote to 
replace the capitalist system with the socialist." Well, it may 
have been the first time a Marxist was voted into office in a free 
and contested election but Aliende actually received only 36 per 
cent of the popular vote and a lot of people didn't vote. The 
continuing crisis in Chile that reached near civil war proportions 
this fall demonstrated how tenuous has been Allende's hold on 
control. 


But things viewed from only one angle take on the 


characteristics of the whole spectrum. Aliende had a standing 
ovation at the U.N. from not only other communist leaning 
countries but many of the developing ones who like to hear that 
the United States is not just all wrong but intentionally nasty. 
Whatever may be the perfidy of the role of I.T.T. in Chile, any 
suggestions to influence the elections were turned down by the 
Nixon Administration, 


Socialism may be the right course for Chile although the 


Chileans now seem reluctant to give it the time it will need to 
find solutions to the social and economical problems that are 
nothing new in most of Latin America. Maybe it's easy to 
understand why Aliende tries to turn blame away from himself. 


But the eagerness with which many peoples of the world 


accept his denunciation of the United States says more about 
their own naivety than making any case for truth in the matter.

Highway construction funds face squeeze 


MADISON — As the work of a man who has 


spent virtually all of his life in the upper ranks 
of government, the budget document offered by 
Secretary Norman Clapp of the state Depart- 
ment of Transportation may appear to many 
interested persons as peculiarly ambiguous. 


The secretary spent most of his time on the 


stand at the executive budget hearing relating 
the critical outlook for the improvement of 
public transportation services in the state, 
including the severest pinch on financing for 
the standard state trunk highway system 
within memory. He then concluded that he 
would not propose a budget enlargement 
through new revenue sources out of deference 
to Gov. Patrick Lucey's "no new taxes" stance. 


The episode illustrated as nicely as any ob- 


served around the statehousp recently the 
meaning of the drive for the extension of the 
"cabinet" system of state department chiefs 
directly under the thumb of the elected state 
executive. 


Whatever the merit of such a plan — and it is 


earnestly supported by qualified authorities in 
public administration as well as small "d" 
democrats worried about the insulation of 
some huge bureaucracies from direct public 
control —there are also some weaknesses. One 
of them is that a high officer who relies upon 
the governor's good will for his job is humanly 


inclined to tell him what he believes he ought to 
hear. 


Mr. Clapp knows better than most that the 


amorphous but large and influential "highway 
interest" is preparing for a campaign to revise 
upward the highway user fee and tax schedule. 


The logic is identical to the steady rise in 


general taxation. The public dollar; like the 
dollar in the private citizen's purse, is buying 
steadily less. The reality is especially visible in 
highway improvement work. For many year? 
technological advances reduced the unit cost of 
highway construction. 


Lately the demand for higher design stan- 


dards, and the force of price inflation have 
brought 
retrenchment 
in 
highway 


improvements as Secretary Clapp graphically 
illustrated with his own description of severe 
decline in road improvement capability. 


Unable or unwilling to talk about a broaden- 


ing of revenues, he proposed as an alternative 
the freezing of the schedule of payments to 
local governments for local road and street 
maintenance and improvement. The idea was 
discussed so briefly and casually that it at- 
tracted little public notice. 


Yet such a plan flies in the face of what is, 


according to constant assurances of the state 
administration, its determination to relieve 
local property taxes. 


Conveniently overlooked in the presentation 


was the fact that inflation plays no favorites. A 
city administration confronts higher road and 
street costs also. Overlooked is the fact that if 
state money is withheld, in defiance of a long 
standing law that was enacted under irresisti- 
ble pressure several decades earlier, mayors 
and aldermen and county boards and village 
trustees will be required to levy higher amounts 
upon their local property taxpaying consti- 
tuents. 


Nor did the budget talks acknowledge what 


is a fact, although perhaps not sufficiently 
known, that localities are already spending 
heavily out of property tax levies for the main- 
tenance of local roads and streets and related 
motor vehicle transportation costs. 


Perhaps more curious was Clapp's off-hand 


proposition that the $300,000 annual highway 
fund contribution to the state tourism 
development program be deleted because too 
many highways are "choked" with traffic 
already, as he put it 


There is no more aggressive economic 


interest in this state than the conglomerate of 
forces represented in "tourism." There is no 
qualified Capitol observer who would wager a 
dime on the prospects for legislative consent to 
slap it gratuitously in the name of a $300,000 
saving for the highway fund, equivalent 
perhaps to half a mile of road built according to 
accepted current standards.

Imagination is 
personal thing 


Speaking of the "work of the 


imagination," as I was yesterday, 
reminded me of a psychological 
experiment conducted some years ago 
by Leonard Carmichael and two of his 
colleagues. 


They showed a group of students a 


list of 12 line drawings, which the 
students were asked to reproduce from 
memory. The figures were shown one 
at a time, privately, to each subject. 
Before each showing, the experimenter 
would say: "The following figure 
resembles..." 


But while all the subjects saw the 


same figures, half were given one set of 
verbal labels, and half another set. The 
first drawing was labeled a "beehive" 
for some, and a "hat" for others; the 
second was called an "hour glass" for 
some, and a "table" for others. 


Obviously, the purpose in doing this 


—with ambiguous drawings that could 
be interpreted either way — was to 
direct by suggestion the subject's 
reproduction of each figure. 


The result was startling: in 87 per 


cent of the cases, it was found that the 
drawings were sharply distorted in the 
direction of the particular verbal label 
which had been provided. What the 
subjects imagined was their "recall" 
turned out to be based on what -they 
were told the figures "resembled," 
rather than on what they actually saw. 


In commenting on this experiment, 


in his interesting book, "Memory: Facts 


and Fallacies," Dr. Ian M. L. Hunter, the 
British psychologist, points out that 
almost invariably "we interpret our 
present experiences in accordance with 
our own interests, attitudes, hopes and 
expectations." 


As an example, he goes on, "it has 


been found that, as compared with 
people who regard Negroes in a 
favorable or unprejudiced light, those 
with anti-Negro attitudes find it dif- 
ficult in distinguishing one Negro from 
another. They see a Negro in somewhat 
the same way as the average person 
sees a sheep —not as an individual with 
unique characteristics, but merely as a 
member of an undifferentiated class." 


On another level. Dr. Hunter says, 


"there is the fact that if we show a 
blurred and indistinct picture to a 
hungry man. he is more likely to see it 
as representing food or some object 
relating to food than is a man who is 
not hungry." 


It is not merely beauty that lies in the 


eye of the beholder, but much of what 
we call "reality" itself. Our imagina- 
tion, under external or internal sugges- 
tion, supplies the "meaning" to people 
as well as to pictures or drawings. We 
fill in the details, based on our ac- 
cumulation of past experiences and 
training. The "inscrutable" Chinese, if 
he lived next to you as a neighbor, 
would turn out to be as scrutable as 
Archie Bunker —and probably just as 
prejudiced the other way.

Taken as a whole, President Nixon's 


Cabinet shuffle adds up to distinctly 
less than the sum of its parts. More was 
promised — the predictions were more 
grandiose — than actually took place. 


Even so, and despite the scoffing of a 


cynical capital, the President has given 
his Administration one of the most 
thoroughgoing shake ups of any chief 
executive in memory. The problem lies 
in the parochialism of the changes. 
First, here are the dimensions of the 
upheaval: 


Cabinet Secretary Turnover: Of the 


II Cabinet officers, only six will be 
staying on as heads of departments. No 
President in memory has moved so 
boldly to discharge so many. And of the 
six staying in office, several face un- 
certain tenure (i.e., Attorney General 
Richard Kleindienst and probably 
Secretary of State William Rogers) and 
one has a new department to run: HEW 
Secretary turned Defense Secretary 
Elliot Richardson. 


Departmental 
clean-ups: 
Three 


departments with new secretaries are 
slated for major program personnel 
cutbacks 
and 
retoolings. 
Elliot 


Richardson, the Defense Secretary- 
designate, is a Massachusetts liberal 
who won't rnind weeding out some 
excess 
generals, 
admirals 
and 


procurement 
arrangements. 
HEW 


Secretary-designate 
Casper 
Wein- 


berger — known as "Cap the Knife" 
when he was director of the Office of 
Management and Budget — is charged 
with cutting back on the grandiose 
social programs and bleeding heart 
personnel empires of the Federal 
Health, 
Education 
and 
Welfare 


Complex. And HUD Secretary-desig- 
nate James Lynn, a topflight Ohio 
lawyer, has been told to clean up the 
web of corrupt and unsuccessful Great 
Society housing subsidy and loan 
programs enacted during the sixties. 


Since 
this 
adds 
up 
to 
an 


unprecedented Cabinet turnover and a 
considerable White House determina- 
tion to "shape-up" a previously out-of 
control Federal establishment, why are 
the Administration's actions being 
played down with so much talk of a 
"meaningless shuffle"? The reason for 
Washington cynicism, I think, is that 
the Administration propagandized a 
more thorough re-organization than it 
actually produced. From the President 
himself we heard promises that new 
talent would be brought into the 
government, and that power was going 
to be shifted away from the White 
House and back to the Cabinet. This 
has not occurred, and observers who 
sensed a White House power grab have 
been substantially justified. 


New Blood: Minimal infusion of new 


talent is one of the major shortcomings 
of the Cabinet upheaval. Richardson, 
Weinberger and Lynn, for example, are 
all senior officials changing to other 
jobs. Neither Richardson nor Lynn was 
reportedly anxious to shift, but orders 
from the White House high command 
art- just that: orders. As for the out- 
side entering the Cabinet, the two 
most notable — Labor Secretary-desig- 
nate Peter Brennan and Commerce 
Secretary -designate Frederick Dent — 
arc- men picked to fill "Southern" and 
"Blue-collar" political seats, and they 
are not likely to have much "insider" 
influence As several Capitol observers 
have noted. Mr Nixon's chief White 
House rfides are a bunch of "loyalty 
freaks." and they do not look for talent 
they look for people who 1) take orders 
and 2) s,n-e no constituency (panv or 
ideological) save dependence on the 
Nixon High Command Thus, post- 
election emphasis has been on shifting 
proven loyalists rather than on recruit - 
ing intellectual talent. In turn, Salem 
tends to shun the Administration 


Cabinet Power: There are just too 


few powerful people in the Cabinet who 
can exercise important independent 
power. Treasury Secretary George 
Shultz. who enjoys a close personal 
relationship with the President, is 


probably the only truly influential 
Cabinet officer. The others are either 
just-picked or just-promoted fledglings 
(like Weinberger, Lynn, Dent, Brennan, 
etc.) or holdover officials of anticipated 
short tenure or limited clout (Klein- 
dienst, Rogers, Agriculture Secretary 
Butz, Interior Secretary Morton, etc.-. 
Far from being picked as a body to 
wield new power, they were selected 
with the idea of yielding even more 
policymaking power to the White 
House. Shultz, the kingpin in the 
Cabinet, can be so labelled principally 
because he also holds a White House 
assistantship (economic policy coor- 
dinator) that is expected to occupy at 
least half of his working hours. 


Some good things may come of this 


re-organization, reshuffling or what- 
ever. But even to many Republicans 
and conservatives who wish the Ad- 
ministration well, it smacks too much 
of a power grab — of a managerial 
repetition of the 1972 Presidential cam- 
paign wherein long-term Republican 
Party and ideological interests were 
sacrificed 
to 
the 
immediate 


parochialism of the White House high 
command. Since Mr. Nixon does not 
have to — indeed cannot — run again 
four years hence, presumably he 
regards such centralization of power as 
necessary to help him 
towards 


achievements that will win the favora- 
ble verdict of history. We shall see.

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Taxpayers Ask IRS 


[This column of questions and 


answers on federal tax matters is 
provided by the local office of the U.S. 
Inlernal Revenue Service and is 
published as a public service to tax- 
payers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 


Q. 1 work at the school library for my 


room and board at college. Is this 
taxable? A. In your situation it 
probably will be. The fair market value 
of the room and board should be added 
to any other income you have. 


Room and board are not taxable if 


they are furnished on the employer's 
premises and for his convenience. In 
addition, acceptance of the lodging 
must be a condition of employment.

my refund. What should I do? 


A. Write the International Revenue 


Service Center where you filed yourt 
return. Be sure to give your Social 
Security number, name, address and 
when your return was filed. This infor- 
mation is needed to trace your return. 


Q. Is money given a maid for carfare 


subject to Social Security tax? 


A. Yes. The Social Security tax 


applies to the total cash paid a 
household employe, even though some 
is paid for transportation.

rash wages in a calendar quarter to an 
employe for household services mus» 
file a Form 942, Employer's Quarterly

Taken as a whole, it is apparent that 


the public has more confidence that 
progress can be made in foreign than 
domestic policy by a second Nixon 
Administration This, of course, reflects 
and reinforces a major finding of Harris 
Survevs during the recent election, 
where the sizable Nixon margin of 
victory could be traced dommantly to 


the impression he had made in his 
journeys to Peking and Moscow 


However there are some surprising 


areas of optimism on the domestic 
front Although he has had a vigorous 
agency dealing with environmental 
pollution, nonetheless in the latter 
stages of the campaign, Mr Nixon ve- 
toed a massne water pollution control 
bill which was then promptly passed 
over his veto by both houses of 
congress Subsequently, he has refused 
to allocate all of the funds appropriated 
on Capitol Hill Nevertheless, by 63-26 
per cent, the public expects to see real 
progress on air and water pollution in 
the next four years 


Perhaps the most interesting finding 


is on the racial issue Here, a majority of 
52 32 per cent feels that Mr Nixon in 
his second term will "help minorities 
achieve equality," and, by 42-40 per 
cent, the public doubts he can "prevent 
school busing for racial balance " 
Ironically, it is the South which leads 
the rest of the country in these twin 
expectations regarding racial develop- 
ments, with a 57-23 per cent majority in 
that region expecting help from 
Washington for minorities and a 47 34 
per cent plurality doubtful that school 
busing will be checked 


These results ought to put to rest the 


rather popular and specious notion that 
Richard Nixon won re election because 
he was able to convince voters he 
would put an end to federal efforts in 
behalf of desegregation 


It is now obvious he won the South 


heavily in spite of serious white mis- 
givings about future gains for blacks 
under Mr Nixon The results among 
blacks are equally interesting For they 
feel, by 56-27 per cent, that the 
President will "not be able to prevent 
busing" and by 45-38 per cent, that he 
"will not help minorities achieve 
equality " In a sense, Mr Nixon starts 
out with the worst of both worlds on 
the racial issue 


In the economic area, the doubts 


about what the President can do to ease 
the twin problems of inflation and 
unemployment reflect the continuing

1972 deficit 


The Appleton Foxes won the Mid- 


west League's Northern Division title 
last summer, but 1972 ranks as one of 
their lesser years financially. 


The Foxes posted an operational 


deficit of $2,075.47 for the year, and 
their net loss for the period was 
$1,837.49. This compares with a club 
record profit of $6,110.06 for 1971. 


These and other statistics were 


revealed Tuesday night during the an- 
nual meeting of the Appleton Baseball 
Club. Inc., in the Outagamie Bank. 


Much 
of the 
dollars-and-cents 


difference between the last two seasons 
is traceable to a drop in attendance. The 
"gate" fell a total of 11,030 fans to a 
total of 72,851 in 1971. This compares 
with the record level of 83,881 last year. 


With attendance down, concessions 


sales also suffered a slump to account 
for another part of the revenue 
decrease. In addition, the club was hit 
by a number of higher-than-usual 
maintenance bills — for fence repairs 
and concession equipment repair. 
Because of the drop in income, the club 
was unable to pay off as large an 
amount as usual on the long-term con- 
struction loan (for Goodland field 
improvements). The original $30,000 
loan in now down to $20,500, however. 


• This year's total operating income 
was $75",431.83, while the 1971 record 
figure was $90,749.15. Concessions 
Receipts, which totaled $38,382.56 last 
year, were down to $33,471.86 this 
-season. Total operating expenses were 


also down this year — to a total of 
$77,507.30. 


Six directors were reelected to 3-year 


terms. They are "Babe" Bayer, Bob 
Kamps, Bob Rahn, Tony Choudoir, Bud 
Koehnke and George Vanderloop. Milt 
Dreier was the only new director elect- 
ed, replacing Howard Rehfeldt, who 
didn't seek reelection. Rehfeldt and 
John Hayes were named honorary 
directors. Tom O'Hearn was appointed 
associated director. 


Rahn was re-elected president by the 


directors. Other officers, also re-named, 
are Gerry Patterson, vice president, 
Bayer, treasurer and Bob Cisna, secre- 
tary. 


Reporting on the recent baseball 


convention in Honolulu, General 
Manager Ed Holtz, said Appleton's 19 
people represented the biggest single 
delegation at the meetings — major or 
minor leagues. The Foxes scorebook 
was also selected as the best in the 
minor leagues. Holtz indicated that 
Houston has become the new major 
league affiliate for Cedar Rapids and 
that the Midwest League would open 
its 130-game schedule April 21. The 
Foxes' first foe will be Wisconsin 
Rapids. The season-ending playoff 
between first and second-half winners 
in each division will be a best-of-3 set 
instead of a 1 -game playoff as before. In 
case one team wins titles in both halves 
of the season, the second-place team 
will get a playoff spot.

residential property with a similar sale

Merchants' stock and fixtures, on the 


other hand, are assessed at an average 
of 35 per cent of market value, accord- 
ing to the state agency, which monitors 
local assessors annually. 


Appleton Assessor George Schwarz- 


bauer said the figures for mercantile 
real estate are probably accurate. But 
he questions the state's appraisal of 
merchants' stocks, since the personal 
property assessment report was in- 
complete at the time the state agency- 
gathered its data, and estimates had to 
be used 


Schwarzbauer said he believes mer- 


cantile real estate was assessed at a 
greater portion of its full value than 
other types of property before he

A new Social Security law has 


eliminated the three-year enrollment 
deadline for the medical insurance part 
of medical e. 


According to Frank M. Donnick, 


manager of the Appleton Social 
Security office, people who don't have 
the medical insurance part of medicare 
because they didn't enroll during the 
first three years they were eligible now 
have a new opportunity to do so. 


"Previously, you had to sign up in an 


enrollment period which began within 
three years after you became eligible 
for the medical insurance — or within 
three years after your protection 
stopped because you cancelled," Don- 
nick explained. 


These people, he added, now can sign 


up for medical insurance in any general 
enrollment period (January, February 
and March of each year). 


The basic premium is S5.80 a month. 
Under the new law, disabled people 


eligible for medicare benefits and al- 
most everyone who reaches age 65 
after June, 1973, will automatically be 
enrolled for the medical insurance part 
of medicare unless they wish not to be- 


If they decline the protection and 


later decide they want it, they may 
enroll at any Social Security office 
during the first three months of the 
year. 


The medical insurance part of 


medicare helps pay for doctor bills and 
other medical services. It is funded by 
individual premiums and general 
revenues of the federal government.

MADISON —The Wisconsin Educa- 


tion Association, 45,000 members 
strong, today committed its newly 
formed political action arm and finan- 
cial resources to retiring State Rep. 
Ernest Korpela of Washburn as a can- 
didate for election to the constitutional 
office of state superintendent of public 
instruction in the April election. 


Korpela 
simultaneously ack- 


nowledged his candidacy and said his 
principal campaign theme will be "The 
inequitable method 
of 
financing 


education through the property tax." 


Korpela's declaration sets the stage 


for the first contest between identified 
partisan politicians for the non-par- 
tisan state office. 


Democratic State Rep. Herbert 


Grover of Shawano intends to'run for 
the office also, and has already been 
endorsed by a group of educators, 
including some school administrators. 


Grover was re-elected 
to 
his 


Shawano-Menominee seat in the state 
assembly in November. Korpela failed 
in his attempt to be elected to the State 
Senate in his largely rural district in the 
far northwestern corner of the state. 


Korpela is 35 and has served in the 


assemblv for two terms. He has been 


superintendent of schools in several 
small northwestern Wisconsin cities. 


The announcement was made here 


today by Francis Fruzen, a Beloit 
teacher who is on leave as WEA 
president and who also heads its poli- 
tical action branch which is gathering 
contributions from member teachers at 
a minimum of $5 a year to back its 
political and legislative objectives. 


The organization's political cam- 


paign involvement had its first trial in 
the Nov. 7 legislative elections, after 
which Fruzen jubilantly related that 80 
per cent of the legislative aspirants 
endorsed by his unit were successful. 


The powerful office of state superin- 


tendent will be vacated next year with 
the voluntary retirement of William C. 
Kahl, who was appointed originally by 
former Gov Warren Knowles, and 
subsequently elected to a full term with 
little difficulty. 


More than a dozen candidates, active 


and potential, for succession to the 
office were considered by the WEA 
before its favorite was selected, it was 
learned. 


Political involvement of the big 


professional association which has 
become increasingly union-oriented in 


recent years is related to the more 
aggressive legislative goals and the 
realization that the state superinten- 
dency is a strategic and influential 
political forum. 


The influence of the association in 


legislative affairs has always been great 
and visible. It is now determined to 
enlarge that power, for more generous 
school financing that will permit better 
salaries, teacher gains in other direc- 
tions including retirement benefits, and 
a greater role for the classroom teacher 
in school policy including curriculum 
management.

License delay ordered 
for Point Beach plant 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A license 


which would have allowed 100 per cent 
operation of the Point Beach, Wis., 
nuclear power plant's No. 2 reactor was 
ordered held up Tuesday less than 24 
hours after it had been ordered granted 
pending completion of a study. 


The Atomic Safety and Licensing 


Appeals Board, without giving a specific 
reason, told the Atomic Engergy Com- 
mission's (AEC) regulatory staff not to 
follow through on an order from the 
Atomic Safety and Licensing Board, 
which had taken thousands of pages of 
testimony in the case since April, 1971. 


Issuance of a 40-year full power 


license had been ordered by the board, 
in a 200-page report, if studies showed 
that no hazards to workers or adverse 
effects on the environment could result 
from a fuel rod problem. 


The appeals board indicated it was 


interested in the fuel problem, but said it 
would not immediately list the reasons 
for its action concerning the plant 
owned by the Wisconsin Electric Co. 
and the Wisconsin Michigan Power Co. 


The fuel problem developed this fall 


when it was discrovered that tiny pellets 
of uranium dioxide apparently shrink 
within their hollow rods, producing an 
uneven pattern of heat in a nuclear 
reactor. 


A re-evaluation had been ordered by 


the AEC of the accidents which could 
occur at plants on the basis of more 
conservative guidelines which now 
have been drawn up. 


The appeal panel's action let stand the 


decision by the threeman board reaf- 
firming its decision to grant a temporary 
license to operate the 497,000 kilowatt 
plant at 20 per cent power. It said such 
operation since last summer had caused 
no significant adverse effects on the 
environment. 


Also left standing was the board's 


denial of motion by environmental 
groups which had urged the reopening 


of the portion of the licensing hearings 
dealing with the radiological safety of 
Point Beach No. 2. 


Another plant on the same site along 


Lake Michigan north of Two Rivers, 
Point Beach No. 1, has been operating at 
full power for more than a year. But it 
has been out of service recently for 
refueling. 


The board said it had found no major 


environmental reasons for 'holding up 
operation of the No. 2 plant. But it said 
the utilities should watch for possible 
"subtle, long term effects" that the 
operation of the two plants might have 
on the life systems of the lake. And it 
said the utilities should study how to 
reduce the level of chlorine discharged 
into the lake from the plant cooling 
system.

Vitamin excess is dangerous 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Citing a 


danger of "acute and chronic toxicity" 
m high doses, the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration today moved to limit the 
strength of Vitamin A and D products. 


"The availability without prescrip- 


tion of these vitamins in high dosage 
levels contributes significantly to their 
misuse and the occurrence of serious 
adverse effects," the agency said. 


Interested persons have 60 days to 


comment on the proposal, which will be 
followed "in the near future" by broad 
regulations covering most other vit- 
amins, minerals, and other food 
supplements. 


The immediate effect of the A and D 


proposal would be to require refor- 
mulation of an undetermined number of 
multivitamins, the FDA said. 


The restrictions would apply also, 


FDA added, to vitamin products 


marketed as foods for special dietary 
purposes and as over-the-counter 
drugs. 


Americans have been taking vitamin 


supplements for decades, but concern 
has been heightened by the new 
healthfood craze. 


The FDA said it has received reports 


of heavy promotion of both Vitamins A 
and D for the treatment of acne, night 
blindness and a r t h r i t i s a l t h o u g h 


"neither is proven effective lor these 
conditions in well-nourished people " 


The proposed daily limits arc 10,000 


international units for Vitamin A and 
400 lor D. whic h the FDA said would be 
" w i t h i n t h e r e c o m m e n d e d d a i l y 
dosages" established by the National 
Academy of Sc lences.

Secret sessions 
may be ending 


Spacemen get ready 
for last exploration 


PARIS(AP)—Henry A. Kissinger and 


Le Due Tho met for six hours today at 
what could be the end of their current 
session of s'ecret peace talks. 


The U.S. Embassy advised Orly Air- 


port that Kissinger would leave for 
Washington tonight, airport officials 
said. His personal plane has been 
standing by since it arrived from an 
American base in West Germany on 
Tuesday night. He will report to 
President Nixon. 


There was no immediate indication 


whether Kissinger and Tho have 
reached agreement, or whether they 
planned to meet again in the near fut- 
ure. 


Before the President's national 


security adviser and North Vietnam's 
Politburo member met in a suburban 
villa, a subcommittee of experts held a 
90-minute session to discuss details of a 
settlement. 


French press reports said agreement 


was near on the issue blocking a cease- 
fire accord, the withdrawal of North 
Vietnamese troops from South Viet- 
nam. La Nation predicted agreement in 
"a matter of hours." 


But Humanite, the French Com- 


munist party newspaper, said Kissinger 
was insisting on fundamental changes 
in the draft he and Tho worked out in 
October and "is holding up the signat- 
ure of an accord which could lead to a 
cease-fire within 24 hours." 


Kissinger was accompanied this 


morning by William J. Porter, the U.S. 
delegate to the four-party weekly peace 
talks, and William Sullivan, deputy 
assistant secretary of state for 
Southeast Asian affairs. Tho's delegat- 
ion included Xuan Thuy, the North 
Vietnamese delegate to the four-party 
talks, and Nguyen Co Thach, Hanoi's 
deputy foreign minister. 


Kissinger's plane arrived at Orly Air- 


port Tuesday night from a U.S. air base 
in Germany. Airport authorities said the 
U.S. embassy ordered the crew to 
prepare for departure today after the 
meeting with Tho.

Unconfirmed reports in the French 


press said a compromise had nearly 
been reached on the withdrawal of 
North Vietnamese troops from the 
South, one of President Nguyen Van 
Thieu's chief demands. 


The stories said the cease-fire 


agreement would not specifically men- 
tion withdrawals, since Hanoi has not 
admitted publicly that its troops are 
fighting in the South. But each side was 
reported to have agreed tacitly to 
demobilize large numbers of its men, 
beginning with 70,000 North Viet- 
namese and a like number of Saigon's 
troops just below the Demilitarized 
Zone. 


President Nixon's national security 


adviser conferred for 4'/2 hours Tuesday 
with Hanoi's chief peace negotiator 
after two subcommittees met earlier in 
the day to discuss details of the cease- 
fire draft. 


The two peace negotiators had met 


for 52 hours during the past three weeks 
when Tuesday's session ended with 
cordial handshakes at a villa in Gif sur 
Yvette, 15 miles southwest of Paris. 


French Foreign Minister Maurice 


Schumann, who keeps in close contact 
with both sides, said Tuesday that a 
compromise is "possible and likely" 
despite "some signs of intractability." 


"I have always been convinced that 


there will be a settlement before the U.S. 
Congress meets" on Jan. 3, Schumann 
told a press luncheon. 


Reports from Saigon today said that 


President Thieu feels President Nixon is 
hoping to announce a peace settlement 
during the Christmas season or in 
January, during his State of the Union 
address or at his inauguration. 


Legislators who attended a reception 


at the presidential palace said Thieu also 
told them he does not believe Nixon will 
sign a bilateral agreement with North 
Vietnam. 


Fire quickly 
put out on 
U.S. carrier 


SAIGON (AP) — Fire broke out in the 


machinery room of the U.S. earner 
Ranger today four days after it arrived 
off the Vietnamese coast, the U.S. 
Command announced. 


It said the ship's fire crew quickly 


brought the blaze under control and it 
was continuing flight operations off the 
South Vietnamese coast. 


Eight crewmen were treated for 


smoke inhalation but later returned to 
duty. No other casualties were reported. 


A Navy spokesman reported the fire 


was under investigation, but there was 
"no indication the fire was caused bv 
any malicious act." 


Pumps and electric wiring were 


burned, but the full extent of the 
damage was not immediately assessed, 
the spokesman added. 


The 78,000-ton attack carrier has 


been plagued by sabotage, and its 
departure for Vietnam was delayed for 
three months while dry dock repairs 
were being made in the United States. 
About two dozen incidents of sabotage 
occurred aboard the ship, and one 
seaman was charged with disabling the 
gears of ar< engine. 


The fire today was the sixth mishap 


aboard 7th Fleet ships since Oct. 1. The 
most serious, an explosion in a gun 
turret aboard the heavy cruiser New- 
port News, killed 20 crewmen and in- 
jured 37. 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) — 


Two jubilant American adventurers 
prepared today for a farewell lunar 
exploration. But already aboard their 
lander Challenger was a new discovery 
— samples of intriguing orange soil 
possibly dating to the last fiery gasps of 
a dying moon. 


Astronauts Eugene A. Cernan and 


Harrison H. Schmitt, in their last 
geology field trip in the moon valley of 
Taurus-Littrow today, take an eight- 
mile drive along the base of a high 
mountain and at the foot of wrinkled 
hills, using an electric car with a 
patched fender. 


The astronauts, saying they "like to 


cover new ground," traveled a mile 
farther than planned on Tuesday night, 
gathering many bags of lunar samples, 
including scoops of the orange dust 
never before found on the moon. 


The orange material was found dur- 


ing exploration of an ancient avalanche, 
4.4 miles from the landing camp in 


.. Taurus-Littrow valley. By coincidence, 


it was found by Cernan, not Schmitt, a 
geologist and America's first profes- 
sional scientist in space. 


"Hey," exclaimed Cernan as he 


stumbled into the soil at the rim of a 
crater called Shorty. "Wait a 
minute...there is orange soil." 


"Well, don't move until I see it," said 


the Harvard-educated Schmitt. 


"It's all over," Cernan went on excit- 


edly. "Orange. I've stirred it up with my 
feet. 


"Hey, 
it is," shouted Schmitt. "I can 


see it from here. It's orange." 


On earth, scientists were also excited 


by the discovery, though cautious m 
their evaluation. They said the orange 
soil may have originated from "the last 
gaseous gasp of volcanism" on the 
moon. 


Dr. Robin Brett, chief of the 


geochemistry branch at the Manned 
Spacecraft Center, said the material 
possibly could be rust —which has been 
found in other lunar samples in minute 
quantities — or some chemical com- 
bination which assumes a reddish color. 


A final determination would have to 


await laboratory examination on earth, 
he said. 


The orange soil was the most sig- 


nificant discovery of the seven-hour, 
37-minute excursion, the second ol 
Apollo 17's planned three. 


While Cernan and Schmitt motored 


on the moon, their crewmate, Ronald E. 
Evans, labored in the command ship 
America orbiting overhead. Evans is 
operating an array of science ins- 
truments which are photographing and 
probing large slices of the moon. 


Cernan and Schmitt are to leave the 


moon's surface Thursday, rejoin Evans 
in the command ship and begin the 
journey home toward a Dec. 19 splash- 
down in the Pacific 


If thesoil is a product of the volcanism 


that Brett spoke of, it may represent 
material from as recent as 100 million 
years ago, a time that's only yesterday 


in the evolution of the moon. 


Scientists said before the launch of 


Apollo 17 the Taurus-Littrow landing 
site was selected because potentiaiK it 
could provide rocks and soil from both 
the very early and the very recent 
evolutionary history of the moon, gaps 
missing in man's knowledge. 


If the orange material is from a vol- 


cano, then it will fulfill the goal of very 


recent moon material. 


Microscopic traces of a reddish- 


orange material have been found in 
moon sample's previously brought back 
to earth Thev were identified, however, 
as a tvpeot natural rust, not necessarily 
H'latecl to \ oli anoes.

FTC proposes Xerox 
corporate breakup 


WASHINGTON (AP) —The Federal 


Trade Commission is proposing to 
break up the Xerox Corp.'s domination 
of the $1.7-billion office copier market 
because of allegedly unfair marketing 
and patent practices. 


Xerox vowed to fight the proposal 


announced by the FTC Tuesday. 


The commission said it will issue a 


formal complaint accusing the cor- 
poration of preventing its foreign af- 
filiates from competing against it in U.S. 
markets. 


The complaint also will challenge the 


patent rights held by Xerox preventing 
other firms from using certain paper- 
copying techniques, the FTC said. 


The complaint prepared by the FTC 


staff says that Xerox cornered 60 per 
cent of over-all revenue in the industry, 
95 per cent of the revenue from plain- 
paper copying machines, and 86 percent 
of the revenue from the lease and sale of 
machines in 1971. 


The firm's after-tax return on 


stockholders' equity averaged 21.2 per 
cent for the years 196771, the complaint

SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) - 


Discovery of orange-colored soil on the 
lunar surface by Apollo 17 astronauts 
Tuesday night created great excitement 
on the earth as well as on the moon. 


Harrison H. "Jack" Schmitt and 


Eugene Cernan were ecstatic in their 
exclamations when they sighted the 
colorful material near a crater called 
Shorty 


And at the Manned Spacecraft 


Center, a leading scientist called it "one 
of the most important finds" of the 
Apollo missions. 


Schmitt, a geologist, immediately saw 


the orange area as signifying a possible 
volcanic vent, or fumarole. 


Dr Robin Brett, chief geochemist at 


the center who discussed the find with 
newsmen, said from the initial evidence 
the orange material might have resulted 
from the moon's "last gaseous gasp of 
volcamsm," or volcanic activity. 


The reason for the excitement is that 


if the phenomenon did result from a 
fumarole it would be the first one found 
on the moon and would give scientists 
clues in their search for missing 
knowledge of the moon's evolution. 


Brett and other scientists who briefed 


newsmen during the astronauts' second 
excursion on the surface of the moon 
were cautious about their interpretat- 
ions, but clearly saw a fumarole .is ,1 
distinct possibility.

Submarine thought

The sources said subs could easily slip

fiords and only a few hours of daylight 
each day, it would be highly risky for a 
foreign craft to venture into the largely 
uncharted waters. 


The Defense ministry reported three 


verified sightings of the presumed 
submarine in the past week, the most 
recent by fishermen off Christianshaab 
early Tuesday. The ministry said it was 
awaiting further verification from the 
naval command in Greenland before 
ordering an aerial search of the Disko 
Bay area where the mystery craft was 
reported sighted. 


A spokesman said there is available in 


Greenland for the search only a C54 
transport plane and a small naval patrol 
boat. But he denied that the government 
had asked for help from U.S. an- 
tisubmarine planes based in Iceland.

to fluctuate and were elevated over- 
night, a spokesman for Research Hos- 
pital and Medical CENTER SAID. But 
his pulse was 88, blood pressure 114-56 
and temperature 101 —all within nor- 
mal limits —at 10 a.m. EST. 


The hospital spokesman said 


Truman's heart condition remained 
unchanged from Tuesday when it was 
noted as stronger than earlier in the 
week. His kidney f u n c t i o n was 
described as adequate. 


Truman responds to verbal stimuli 


but he did not talk during the night, the 
spokesman said. He explained that this 
meant Truman was aware he was being 
spoken to but did not necessarily reply. 


Dr. Wallace Graham, Truman's per- 


sonal physician, said Tuesday the 
former chief executive's condition 
would fluctuate within the serious 
classification for some time. 


John Dreves, director of public relat- 


ions of the hospital, said neither 
Truman's wife, Bess, 87, nor their 
daughter. Margaret Truman Daniel, 
visited the hospital Tuesday for the first 
time since he was admitted Dec. 5.

Airline travelers are caught in the 


middle of a dispute between local air- 
port authorities and the federal 
government over who will pay for new 
security measures aimed at curbing 
hijackings. 


The local officials say compliance 


with the new rules will cost hundreds of 
thousands of dollars they just don't 
have. They say the federal government 
should pick up the tab for the extra 
guards and equipment required. 


The Transportation Department says 


it 'will contribute some money for 
screening devices, but claims it's up to 
the airlines and the airports to solve the 
cost problem. 


And a Federal Aviation Administrat- 


ion spokesman says: "The people who 
benefit from it (the added security) 
should pay for it." 


Outgoing Transportation Secretary 


John Volpe announced last week that 
beginning Jan. 5, airlines would have to 
inspect all carry-on luggage and screen 
every passenger with a metal detector. 
A month later, Volpe said, every airport 
must have local armed guards on duty 
before all flight departures. The local 
officers would replace federal marshals 
and U.S. Customs agents now on duty at 
about 40 major airports. 


An Associated Press survey showed 


that most airport officials agreed there 
is a need for stricter measures to stop 
hijackings and will try to comply with 
the federal regulations. But they 
disagreed about the exact methods to be 
used and said they did not know where 
the money would come from to pay for 
increased surveillance. 


Don Whitman, manager of the 


Portland International Jetport in 
Maine, said the money to meet the 
federal standards "is just not in our 
budget and it's not in our next budget 
which has already been submitted." 


Don Shay, aviation director for the 


port of Seattle, Wash., said of the 
directive: "We're very disturbed about 
it. We think it is a federal responsibility 
and we'll continue to look for some 
federal funding." 


Shay said the extra security could 


cost as much as $600,000 per year for'the 
Seattle-Tacoma International Airport 
which handled an estimated 4.8 million 
passengers on 150 daily commercial 
flights this year. He said the airport now 
ru;s 39 security officers and would need 
another 45 or 50 under the new rules. 
The$8.4 million budget approved for the 
airport for 1973 does not include the 
extra funds, he said. 


Bill Ryan, manager of the Tulsa In- 


ternational Airport in Oklahoma, said 
Volpe's directive would cost an extra 
S140.000 per year and require the hiring 
of 17 to 24 guards in addition to the 15 
already employed. "To pay for it we 
would have to take money from cons- 
truction funds —for runways, taxi strips 
and so forth," Ryan said. 


Ryan also indicated there might be 


problems finding guards. "It takes a 
while to train them," he said, "even if 
they are readilv available. It 


(compliance with the directive) would 
be an extreme hardship for us 


A Transportation Department 


spokesman said that federal funds will 
be used to buy extra metal-detection 
equipment as part of a program already 
under way. But the spokesman said that 
the cost of luggage searches and guards 
will be the responsibility of airports and 
airlines. 


Volpe has been suggested that the 


costs be passed on to travelers 
presumably in the form of higher fares! 


John H. Shaffer, the head of the 


Federal Aviation Administration, told a 
group in Los Angeles last Friday that 
the bill should be passed on to airline 
travelers and estimated that the even- 
tual cost per ticket "will be less than a 
dollar. It'll be pennies." 


Several airport operators have sug- 


gested imposition of "head taxes," 
charging each departing passenger a 
fixed fee — usually $1. Such a tax was 
imposed at the Monroe County Airport 
in Rochester, N.Y., earlier this year and 
a similar levy was proposed by Robert 
Walsh, deputy aviation commissioner 
at nearby Syracuse, N.Y. Walsh es- 
timated the tax could bring the 
Syracuse airport about $700,000 a year. 


Other officials proposed "sterilized 


corridors" 
whereby 
everyone 


approaching a departure gate — pas- 
sengers, visitors and employes —would 
automatically pass metal detectors. 


Richard Newport, secretary to the 


Airports Commission at 'San Francisco 
International Airport, said such a plan 
"would also involve extra personnel, 
but not as many. It might be our only 
alternative, but it may involve restrict- 
ing public access to restroom and other 
facilities." 


A similar plan is being considered in 


Seattle. "We would screen everybody 
going into a given concourse, which 
might include 3 to 10 gates," Shay said. 


Some officials said the increased 


searches might conflict with the in- 
dividual rights of passengers. 


"You just can't walk up to a guy and 


search him or his luggage just because 
he looks suspicious," said Sacramento 
County Sheriff Duane Lowe. "You have 
to have reasonable grounds to search 
anyone in this state." 


U.S. District Court Judge Warren J. 


Ferguson of Los Angeles ruled recently 
that no passenger or his carry-on lug- 
gage may be searched without his 
voluntary consent although the airline 
may refuse to carry a passenger who 
declines to be searched. The govern- 
ment is appealing the ruling.

Business, industry tax relief 
suggestions hinted by officials

MADISON —A series of broad hints 


recently has led to statehouse specula- 
tion that some of the reserves in the 
bulging state treasury next year may be 
used to modify the state tax schedule, 
including levies on Wisconsin business. 


State Revenue Secretary Edward 


Wiegner has been discussing the mat- 
ter privately with some leaders of the 
business 
community. 
Secretary 


William Kidd of the state department of 
business development has said publicly 
that he has some plans to lessen the 
burden of state taxation on corpora- 
tions and Gov. Patrick J. Lucey has 
repeatedly pointed to some modifica- 
tions of the corporation tax liability 
that he pushed successfully in his first 
term, leading some spokesmen for 
Wisconsin manufacturers and others to 
believe they may get a hearing for 
additional proposals. 


Most recently, the leader of the State 


Senate Republican majority pointed to 
the unprecedented prosperity of the 
state treasury and hinted that his 
colleagues have reviewed similar plans. 


Sen. Raymond Johnson of Eau 


Claire, who will quarterback the senate 
majority during the next legislative 
session, chatted with state capitol 
reporters and said that one of the ideas 
that appeals to him is a state corporate 
income tax investment credit as an 


incentive to Wisconsin business ex- 
pansion. 


He pointed approvingly to the federal 


governments' 7 per cent corporate tax 
concession for capital investment ex- 
penditures and noted that such a plan 
would be automatically incorporated 
into the state income tax schedule if the 
state accepted federal administration of 
its income tax system as now made 
possible with the enactment of the 
federal revenue sharing law.

believe that there may be others in the 
offing.

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License delay ordered 
for Point Beach plant 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A license 


which would have allowed 100 per cent 
operation of the Point Beach, Wis., 
nuclear power plant's No. 2 reactor was 
ordered held up Tuesday less than 24 
hours alter it had been ordered granted 
pending completion of a study 


The Atomic Safety and Licensing 


Appeals Board, without giving a specific- 
reason, told the Atomic Engergy Com- 
mission's (AEC) regulatory staff not to 
follow through on an order from the 
Atomic Safety and Licensing Board, 
which had taken thousands of pages of 
testimony in the case since April, 1971. 


Issuance of a 40-year full power 


license had been ordered by the board, 
in a 200-page report, if studies showed 
that no hazards to workers or adverse 
effects on the environment could result 
from a fuel rod problem. 


The appeals board indicated it was 


interested in the fuel problem, but said it 
would not immediately list the reasons 
tor its action concerning the plant 
owned by the Wisconsin Electric Co. 
and the Wisconsin Michigan Power Co. 


The fuel problem developed this fall 


when it wasdiscrovered that tiny pellets 
of uranium dioxide apparently shrink 
within their hollow rods, producing an 
uneven pattern of heat in a nuclear 
reactor. 


A re-evaluation had been ordered by 


the AEC of the accidents which could 
occur at plants on (he basis of more 
conservative guidelines w h i c h now 
have been drawn up. 


The appeal panel's action lei stand the 


decision by the threeman board reaf- 
firming its decision to grant a temporary 
license to operate the 497,000 kilowatt 
plant at 20 per cent power It said sue h 
operation since last summer had caused 
no significant adverse effects on the 
environment.

Another plant on the same site along

BRILLION - The City Council was 


notified Monday night that the city 
received a considerably higher amount 
of federal revenue sharing than what 
had originally been anticipated. A total 
of $13,090 was received which was a 
jump of $5.964 over estimated receipts 
of $7,126.

1972. 


The funds arrived too late, however,

It will be placed in a separate trust, 
subject to guidelines and regulations 
governing expenditures set up by the 
federal government. 


A motion was passed authorizing 


Building Inspector Cliff Benschawel to 
proceed with cleaning up the Western 
Lime and Cement Co. property. A court 
order issued last April upheld a con- 
demnation order and instructed the 
company to clean up the premises 
including razing some of the structures 
Since the company has failed to 


comply, the work will be done and the 
company billed. 


The council also moved to accept a 


donation of $25,975 from R. D. Peters to 
be used for completion of the air con- 
ditioning system in the Community 
Center. 


In other action, Robert Brandt was 


present requesting permission to enter 
into private contract for sewer and 
water installation work in the Deer- 
view Heights addition. The preliminary 
plat had been presented by Krueger and 
Fischer and had received council 
approval. 


The city recently contracted with the 


Coppens Construction Co. for exten- 
sive water and sewer installations in 
the area. Brandt's reason for seeking a 
private contract was to expedite the 
installations and open up 16 lots in the 
subdivision immediately. Also, the 
work could be done at lower cost than 
under present city contract. A special 
session of the utility commission was 
called, and the council voted to accept 


their recommendation that the request 
be granted, providing work be done 
under the jurisdiction of Public Works 
Director Glen Campbell. 


Russell Stevenson of American Pipe 


Service reported on completion of a 
chemical grouting and selling project in 
the city's downtown area. He reported 
that a total of 128 gallons per minute of 
clear water have been eliminated from 
the sanitary sewer system by the 
sealing of 20 joint and 8 house service 
leaks. He also said that because ol 
problems encountered in reaching 
some of the leaks due to size of open- 
ings, mineral buildup or location 
behind cleanouts, they were unable to 
seal leaks totaling approximately 30 
gallons per minute be forthcoming. 


It is hoped that elimination of major 


leaks will bring the rate of flow down to 
sewage treatment plant capacity and 
eliminate the need for plant expansion.

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Steps taken 
for terminal 
at airport

The first step toward getting a new 


terminal building at the Outagamie 
County Airport was taken by the 
county board Tuesday when super- 
visors approved an airport committee 
request to hire an architect to diaw 
preliminary plans. 


However, 
supervisors 
withheld 


deciding where the funding would 
come from until a later date. 


The terminal proposal calls foi a 


building of about 14,000 square feet, 
about three times the size of the present 
building. Estimated cost for the struc 
ture has been put at $420,000 


Supv. Richard Jahnke, chairman of 


the airport committee, had proposed 
using $140,000 from the airport trust 
fund, obtaining a $35,000 state gram 
and financing the remaining $245,000 
from rental revenues from Air Wiscon- 
sin, car rental agencies and various 
vending operations which would be in 
the building. 


Jahnke agreed, however, that the 


method of financing the structure did 
not have to be part of the authorization 
to hire the architect. Monies to pay the 


architect will come from the airport 
trust fund. 


Jahnke, in presenting the airport 


committee's position, noted the present 
terminal was built in 1965 as a tem- 
porary structure. At that time, Jahnke 
continued, there were 500 passengers a 
month going through the building and 
almost no air freight. Now, he said, 
there are 5,000 passengers a month and 
150,000 pounds of air freight. 


"The present terminal is a poor front 


door for the county," the airport com- 
mittee chairman said. 


Other factors cited by Jahnke 


included Air Wisconsin's planned 
pui c hase of larger airplanes next spring 
and the separation of Appleton from 
the Oshkosh air market designation 
Both ot these factors, he said, will result 
in increased usage of the airport 


Possible private development of a 


portion of the terminal also was inves- 
tigated, Jahnke said, but was rejected 
because of the many legal questions 
involved "The terminal is usually the 
only airport facility that shows a profit 
for the owner," he said.

passed individually by both common 
councils by Feb. 1, 


Those deadlines — and some others 


pertaining to moves that might be 
necessary for the cities to cut down 
their pollution contributions to the Fox 
River —were worked out this morning 
at an informal meeting between federal 
and state pollution abatement officials 
and representatives from the two cities. 


The people .from the Environmental 


Protection Agency (EPA) and Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources (DNR) also 
met 
with 
the 
Neenah-Menasha 


sewerage commission, to work out 
schedules, timetables and particulars 
that they must meet in order to comply 
with federal-state pollution abatement 
standards. The commission was not 
asked for a resolution, but it was asked 
for the same kind of commitments that 
will be included in its application for a 
federal pollution discharge permit. 


Among the high points at the morn- 


ing session: 


— DNR regional engineer Allan 


Schoen told the cities that an order 
requiring the cities to eliminate clear 
water infiltration into the sanitary sys- 
tem by Dec. 31, 1973, could ot be 
extended beyond the time that the $24 
million sewage plant expansion project 
is slated to go into operation. That is 
June, 1975. 


Both cities indicated they could meet 


such a deadline. Whether or not that is 
the deadline date finally adopted, 
however, will have to await action by 
the DNR and the state Natural 
Resources Board. 


Menasha Mayor James Adams, who 


said the original DNR order of 1968 was 
"unrealistic," said he was also relieved 
to hear Schoen say that the need for 
ordinances requiring homeowners to 
install sump pumps —at costs upwards 
of $200 —would have to be determined 
after the cities complete their major 
clear water infiltration programs. 


Schoen also said that officials may 


find that infiltration from home drains 
in some areas of the cities is worse than 
in others, and a selective sump pump 
program 
would be 
needed. 
He 


emphasized that he was not saying, 
however, that sump pumps would not 
eventually be required in homes that do 
not have them now. 


— While Schoen said the clear water 


infiltration order could "under no cir- 
cumstances" be extended beyond 1975, 
he said that instances of raw sewage 
bypassing by he City of Neenah would 
have to end "at the earliest possible 
time." 


— Sewage Plant Mgr. Robert Bues 


indicated hesitancy at the idea to allow 
Kimberly-Clark Corp., Gilbert Paper 
Co. and some other industrial firms that 
are now dumping minor amounts of 
effluent directly into the Fox River to 
send that waste to the plant. This would 
be after Wisconsin Tissue Mills dras- 
tically reduces its own waste contribu- 
tions upon stallation of its own primary 
treatment facilities in mid-1973.
